Di. Prudence Gafikin, who gave aon áine .

If they could prevent needless smoke, there 
was no doubt that there would be more sun- 
shine available for the children of their 
cities, and, therefore, less rickets. « With re- 


gard to fresh air, she said that they: now ad- . 


veel opening the bottom as well as the top 
of the window, as the ultra violet s of the 
sun did not go through ordinary glass; but 
children were better in the open air than in 
an airy room 

Twenty years ago, she said the death-rate 
of children under one year old was 154 per 
1,000. Now the figure was 87, and in the 
Free State it was 68. per. 1,000." That was 
something tangible, and one of the outstand- 
ing results of their work. 

A HEALTHY RACE. 

Dr. Lyrae 5, T.D., paid a tribute to the 
work of those ladies who had given up the 
greater part of their time to child welfare. 
Where the best welfare work could be doné 
was in the home. To have a healthy race 
two or three things were essential. They 
must have good, airy houses, not necessarily 
expensive. ut there should be free access 
of air and the sun’s rays. ‘Having had the 
house, they would want food for the child, 

The mother who reared het . own...chil 
adopted the best means, for bripging up; a 
healthy child, but there were many instances 
where it was impossible for the mother to 
rear her child beyond a certain time. Under 
those circumstances she would «have. to de- 
pend upon milk. " 

THE DUBLIN MILK. 

Dublin milk had come im-for, a great deal 
of criticism, but the Dublin: dairyman- had 
made an honest, effort. to supply them with 
good milk, 
as good as those that they would find in the. 
Golden Vale—the best in Ireland. His 
methods compared wery favourably with the 
way in which dairy cattle were kept in 
Denmark, America, and other up-to-date 
countries. Much of that cleanliness might, of 
course, be due to the health authorities in 
Dublin. There was, however, one drawback, 
which he was sure would not last long. That 
was the fact that Dublin had. only control 
of the purity of its own supply. e hoped 
that it would also ye able to control the 
purity of the milk “hat came from ‘the 
country, 

‘The milk that somes. from the country,” 
he said, “is very “auch inferior in.quality. 
to that of Dublin milk.” The problem of buy- 
ing the milk had to some extent been- solved 
“á the Child Welfare Clubs. . He. thought 
that that would reguire further development, 
ai that. the, Government, should find a way 
to getting the milk for the children of ple 
why could not afford to. buy sufhcient 
good milk. As Dr. Gaffikin had ‘poimted aah 
á nation’s wealth was its healthy children.
